INTERESTING SHANGHAT EXHIBITION. 


Chinese opinion on the subject of 
what the Australian market has to 
offer , says the Nerth China Daily 


both would undergo considerable 
revisiin were they to examine some 
of the samples shown at an exhibition 
of manufactured products and food- 
stuffs being held at the offices of 
Mr. E. S. Little, Australian Trade 
Commissioner. 

Most of us know that:Australia is 
the greatest wool producing country 
in the world, that the Commonwealth 
is famous for its cattle and cereals 
(particularly wheat} but we only rbiak 
of its trade as being in the main 
carried on with the Mother Country. 
For this reason and the fact that there 
are signs of distinct interest locally in 
what Australia can supply not only as 
a primary producing country, but 
largely as a manufacturing cougtry 
as well, exhibition is 
both timely, and of extreme im- 
portance to the .. business man. 
The variety of the goods shown is 
amazing for such a comparatively 
new country. Almost every com- 
modity from agricultural machinery 
to household hardware; from woollen 
fabrics to women’s hats, and every 
variety of tinned meat, vegetables 
and fruits were shown or referred to 
by handbooks at the private 
view. As wool is one of the staple 
prodccts of the conntry, one expect- 
ed some surprises in this particular 
branch of industry, albeit that Aus 
tralia does not loom largely is the 
familiar piece goods trade. Worsted, 
tweeds and heavier cloths have been 
produced on a large scale. and no 
buyers can fecl pisappointment at 
what is manufactured in suiting and 
blankets. One of the most striking 
woollen exhibits, recently sect over, 
is undoubtedly the ideal material for 
winter wear: for the Chinese, par- 
ticularly those in the nothern 
provinces where. the temperature 
frequently falls below zero. It com- 
bires the advantages of being 
absolutely waterprocf but at the 
same time as warm as the fleece lined 
and more expensive materials at 
present used by the inhabitants, a 
certain amount of oil having been 
left in the cloth during its preparafion.

The export trade of the United 
States was seriously hampered; the 
adverse exchange she had created 
against every other country had 
erected tariff barriers far greater 
than any dreamed of before the war.

So much for 
the most fortunate creditor-nation. 
Mean while, Germany, the greatest 
debtor, offered a different spectacle. 
The most feverish energy prevailed. 
‘An underfed population was yvorking 
overtime to poy the indemnity by 
sending goods to all the markets of 
the world. “The longer this goes 
on.” said Mr. Churchill. * the greater 
will Germany’s industrial leadership 
become at the expense of the condi- 
tions of life and labour among her 
industrial population.” 

“The disadvantages of creditor 
nations are in some respects more 
apparent than those of debtor nations” 
“We speak 
quite impartially, because in England 
we-are both creditor and debtor, and 
our account could be cleared off if 
every nation was able to pay its debts. 
Inextreme cases‘of creditor and debtor 
nations you will find, if you allow the 
present evolution of things to work 
out to its conclusion, that there would 
be many great advantages gained 
bs the greatest debtor nation, 
and many great disadvantages 
sufered br the greatest creditor 
nation. If Germany during the next 
{0 or 50 years were able to pay her 
debts to everybody, he would br
